At about the same time the Puan, Hsiap'u (119-39, 26-53), Ningte (119-33, 
26-39), and Leyuan (119=23, 26627) Heien Governments ordered district 
and village governments under their jurisdiction to commandser 2,000 catties 
of hay from each village in the interior and 5,000 catties from each 
village in the coastal area by 25 January 1952, It was reported in the 
area that troops were scheduled te pass through northern Fukien.

By early February many workers whe feared the goverment would coumandeer 
civilian vessels tor war purposes had secretly changed their occupations. 
Te cope with this situation, the Communists started forcing laboreré be 
sign a "patriotic agreement” and inetitated an insurance syrtem. The 
insurance syztem orovide. that all vessels commandeered by the Communists 
would be returned with sompensation for damages to the vessels. communist 
authorities also viamned to help civilian vessel laberera sclve their 
living expenses.

By January 1952 the Ghinese Commnists had established e branss of Lie 
maritime public semecity pureau in every port along the ecast of northern 
Kiangsv. Each branch consisted of 509 men and 2 or 3 motor junks which 
were equipped with » ight ang heavy machine guns and other guns. The 
branch at Lienyunkang (il 22, 34—L3) was on a larger scale and had six 
gunboats which hed been converted from United States fishing boats aad 
whieh were armed with light and heavy machine guns and cannon. Their 
main duty was to pavro: the Lienyunkang area. 


In January sea uefviisie 2h northern Aiangsy was the responsibility of the
